For Victory 



Baltic and Red Sea Fleets to 
Join the Squadron at 
Vladlvostock.

Great Risk of Annihilation Before 
The Juncture Con be 
Effected. 



'Paris, April 7.— The Russian naval 
plan for retrieving the reverses at Port 
Arthur nnd Chemulpo has been commu- 
nicated to one of the embassies through 
official channels having access to the 
highest naval authorities at St. Peters- 
burg. The plan is explained as .follows: 
Russia recognizes that Japau now lias 
a preponderating uavai strength in the 
Far East and will attempt to reverse ii 
by two distinct moves. 

First— An urgent effort will bo made 
to have a naval concentration ut Port 
Arthur, the Baltic, Hod Sea and Vlndi- 
vostoek Meets joining Vice Admiral 
I.Mnkaroff's command ; f passible, and 
thus giving the combined fleets the pre- 
ponderance over Vice Admiral Toko. 

Second— It is foreseen that it "will bo 
difficult and probably impossible to ef- 
fect this concentration ns Admiral Togo 
may intercept the Baltic dket, which is 
comparatively small. Russia will at- 
tempt the perilous task of engaging the 
large Japanese licet in the hope of dis- 
abling same of the ships and thus reduce 
the Japanese effectiveness. 

According to the Russian calculations 
the Baltic fleet may suffer annihilation 
in such an unequal combat, but it will 
have served a valuable end if it is able 
to cripple a sufficient number of Japa- 
nese ships to reduce Admiral Togo's 
naval strength below that of Admiral 
'Makaroffs. The foregoing information 
is not part of current speculative report, 
but comes from creditable official sources 
as toeing the determined Russian plan. 

While tho first line of defence against 
tho Japanese advance from Korea is a 
stroii;: position selected by General Kit- 
ropatkin near Kong Huang 'Chang, it is 
believed the Russians intend to hold out 
at long as possible at AntUng, •which 
commands the Peking road. Tho place 
1ms many natural advantages tor de- 
fences. 

General Kuropatkin's army, according 
to Russian advices is strung out along 
tlie road between Anjll and SVi.iu. being 
severely impeded by bad roads, which 
make it difficult to push forward the sup- 
plies, requiring eight days' march from 
'Chion Ju to the Yalu. For 70 miles the 
river is GOO fathoms wide, and at Yonir- 
ampo it is ice-laden and barred by in- 
lands whence the Russians can harrass 
tho Japanese advance. The Russians 
have entrneched themselves heavily near 
Hal Chung to block the progress of 
the Japanese in the case they succeed 
in landing at the head of the Liao Tung 
gulf. 

General Kuropatkin. who arrived at 
Now Chwnilg Wednesday, inspected the 
troops there, greeting them in the name 
of the Emperor. He also inspected the 
defensive works of the town and held 
a conference with the commanders. It 
is reported here that he found the troops 
in good health and spirits. 

Tho Russian volunteer fleet steamer 
Kazan, damaged during the first bom- 
bardment of Port Arthur, has been con- 
verted into a hospital ship.

Why not?" the editorial 
asks, "and boldly undertake to reconcile 
differences; which now seem hopelessly 
entangled. Then it would show ho.w 
few they arc and what benefit would 
come from an alliance between us and 
America against the more grave and 
common enemy. Germany. They may 
bo the real coalition of the future."

KING ALFONSO WAS 

A MILE AWAY 



Gas Explosion Gives Rise to 
Reported Attempt on King's 
Life. 



London, April 7— Julius C. Lay, United 
States consul general at Barcelona, teie- 
egruphs as follows to the Associated 
Press: "An explosion of gas occurred 
here last night giving rise to a report 
that a 'petard' was exploded as King 
Alfonso was leaving the exhibition. The 
explosion, however, took placo a luile 
from where the King was." 

A despatch to Renter's Telegram Com- 
pany from Barcelona says it lias been 
definitely ascertained that the explosion 
which took place last night when King 
Alfonso was leaving the exhibition was 
due to an escape of gas ami that no im- 
portance is attached to the incident.

Rome, April 7.— The Patria su_ys: "An 
enormous crowd waited for King Al- 
fonso outside the exhibition building at 
Barcelona, where there was no military 
cordon, and the crowd was thus enabled 
to approach the royal carriages, al- 
though .surrounded by a considerable 
number of detectives. When the King 
appeared, followed by Premier (Maura; 
there was a great outburst nf applause, 
to which .His Majesty responded with 
smiles nnd by saluting, While the King 
was stepping into his carriage a sharp 
explosion was -heard, followed by cries 
of pain. His Majesty turned around 
-without showing any emotion, while Pre- 
mier iMnnra urged him to proceed. 

"Tl rowd abandoned the royal car- 
riage and surrounded the place were the 
two persons, wounded by the explosion, 
were lying in spasms of pain. The 
bomb had been thrown without well cal- 
culating the distance and it exploded, 
wounding two sightseers, who were ap- 
plauding the King. 

"Hi-- Majesty remained on the spot un- 
til the two wounded persons had been 
removed to a hospital, anil then he re- 
ceived an enthusiastic ovation. 

One person was arrested. His name 
was kept strictly secret, but it is doubt- 
ful if in the confusion the police seized 
the real culprit, especially as no one 
present was able to tell exactly from 
where the bomb had been thrown."

St. Petersburg. April S.— The Russian 
general staff believes that tho Japanese 
instead of following a prudent course 
and remaining in Korea, will cross the 
Yalu and engage the Russian forces in 
■Manchuria. If the Japanese attempt a 
simultaneous landing at or near New 
Chwnng and Datny they are likely to 
pay dearly for their folly. 

Acocrding to trustworthy information 
the Japanese have only six divisions in 
Korea, who were landed at Fusan. 
Chin ampo and Chemulpo. Their total 
effective strength would therefore be 
.rather below 80.000 men. According to 
information furnished by General iM-is- 
sliensko the horses of tin. 1 Japanese used 
on the? wagon trains and artillery are 
very poor. Their condition is likened to 
the horses that the European allies used 
in the advance on Pekln in I'.MJO, when 
all id' thi' horses for the wagon trains 
died and fully 50 per cent of the animals 
I'll- tin- artillery fell dead along tho road. 

A Parisian who has just reached ,St. 
Petersburg from the front, declares that 
the opinion among the army chiefs at 
'Harbin is that the war will surely last 
two years. There are, he declared about 
three months in each year in which army 
operations are feasible. From June un- 
til the end of August, he says, fierce 
-fighting may be expected, but after that 
they will lie obliged to make up their 
material losses. 

One of the conditions imposed upon 
General Kuropatkin before he departed 
for the scene of hosilties was that he 
should have all of the men he desired 
before commencing serious opera- 
tions. It is now reported that t'he 
force which General Kuropatkin de- 
clared was indispensable to assure 
success is in 'Manchuria. Russia 
has been .well served by the trans- 
Siberian railway. The temporary af- 
fair aeros*) Lake Baikal did excellent 
work and tho number of men trans- 
ported from the east is much larger 
than has- been estimated by foreigners. 

'Preparations for the eventual mobili- 
zation of troops in Munclmirin were be- 
gum years ago, when the Russian au- 
thority w-as- first established- in -that 
province, and now these plans are be- 
ing carried out. 

The Novi Krai of Port Arthur, in its 
issue of March Pith, received here to- 
day, reviews the utterances of some 
American papeTS to show that the 
Americans aims are altogether selfish, 
being monopolized by the open door pol- 
icy without mentioning the yellow peril, 
which monopolizes the attention of the 
Russians in the Far Fast.

Cholera and Typhoid Fever is 
Already Prevalent Owing 
To Bad Water. 



iSt. Petersburg, April 8.— The "ten-Mile 
sanitary condition of Harbin, which will 
lead to an epidemic, is revealed in a 
despatch to the Xovosti. The matter is 
of particular importance in view of the 
fact that Harbin ia tne centre <>f the 
Russian military and civic authority in 
Manchuria. Ail! troops pas.s through 
this point and all provisions and medi- 
cal supplies are brought here. An ar- 
rangement Jias been made for Harbin to 
become the first station for the sick 
ami wounded during the war. Despite 
a dry spring and summer and peaceful 
conditions in the territory, there were 
cases of cholera and typhoid fever, the 
further development of which was stop- 
ped by the November frosts. The chief 
sourco of contagion is the dirty watei 
»f the Sungari river and the shallow 
wells, which aro located in unsanitary 
places.

Mr. Tufts' name in 
Chinese, that i«, as close as the celest- 
ial' cam get to it, is Taih-Tsu, which 
translated meant; tliat Mr. Tufts is a 
man of honor, scrupulous in all his 
rransaetioiie, au<l one who achieves suc- 
cess in his calling with certainty anil 
ease. It was a fine old eonipremlor 
of one of the leading business house* of 
the Chinese ports who re-Christened Mr. 
Tufts and provided this ..acceptable, 
delinitkiiu of Tah-Tsu. 

It is a 'habit of tile Chinese time to 
ascertain carefully the name of their 
customers or patrons and give h a 
Chinese sLgnificatiooi'. it Is by no means 
always tllie case that so pleasant a j 
definition is tended down by the Chin- 
ese, iwiio are, beneath their

pretty sincere, especially when it comes 
to telling a man just what they think 
of llilm, more particularly in Chinese, 
or over the telephone. Evidently in '.Mr. 
'Tufts they found a man worthy of re- 
spect and the- best name in the celestial 
directory. .Mr. Tufts has the Chiliesu 
of his inanve prin'ied on his culling cards, 
and it. looks first rate. 

Mr. Tufts is very much in earnest 
over the opportunity which is now pre- 
sented- to Canada in the Orient, and 
lie is doing all in his power to awaken 
interest, in bis project, which is to form 
a company to truth- into the land of 
dVatr Cathay with such notions as Can- 
ada can best produce, h would' appear 
tihat .Mr. Tuftsr statements that Canada 
is in rhe -happy position of being able 
to supply a good many tilings that the 
Orient is literally crying out for, and 
is willing to pay a good price for them. 
One or two things, however. Canada 
'will have to be somewhat careful about, 
ami itlwrt is in national dealing's with 
sm-h a nation as the Japanese. The 
stand taken- by this province, for ex- 
ample.

NOT AT AIT, RELISHED 
by the Japanese, although no great 
harm lias been done as yet. Mr. Tufts 
has been in Japan for about a year, and 
Mom in Japan lor about a year, ami : 
'has studied closely the eonrventronnl ! 
tariff as it affects this countrv. An i 
examination of the code books and prices I 
bli«re was made, so t'hat he is well forti- ■ 
!hed- with 'information as to the condi- 
tions under which Canadian flour, 
wheat, i-te., may go into the Japanese 
empire. In Jsui Japan stoned a treaty 
with (ireat Britain, the limited States, 
Cermany and' France, placing them un- 
der a conventional 'tariff, making changes 
in former tariffs in favor of those coun- 
tries. Canada. India, Australia, New I 
Zealand and other dependencies of the' 
'British Empire were allowed two years 
in which to take advantage of tihis con- 
ventional tariff. So far they have till 
wg'lected to do so, and the time expired 
in 1890. The reason preventing Can- 
ada accepting the conventional tariff 
with Japan is best known to the pres- - 
ent government, which once before lias 
put into operation legislation which is 
considered by Japanese politicians as' 
■pro: a hi tiro 

AGAINST THE JAPANESE. 
Consequently, a number of lines of 
goods whiclii Canada could well strpplv 1 
in abundance arc under the burden of 
an adverse tariff, as follows:

In the 
same year the United' States brought 
from Japan twenty jnillioni • dollars' 
worth of goods, and sold iier twenty-live 
millions' .worth. Since 1902 the (Touted 
Slates has enormously increased) its 
trade with Japan and China, while 
Canada's is practically the same as be- 
fore. 

Mil. TUFTS' AIM 
in forming a company in Victoria is for 
the piwipose of handling as milch as 
possible of the products of Canada in 
export to the Orient. The foregoing 
data relate entirely to the trade with 
Japan, but an equally line field for en- 
terprise is presented in China for Can- 
adian prod-nets. Mr. Tufts succeeded 
in making in's first sales of Canadian 
products in China to one linn in Shang- 
hai, to the extent of $2i!,(W0, consist- 
ing of Canadian hard wheat and flour. 
This is the first shipment ordered from 
this country of that kind of goods, and 
itho proposed company now being form- 
ed here is to -handle import and export 
'business between Canada and the 
Oriental countries. It is intended to 
undertake tho manufacture here of cer- 
tain goods which now cannot bo profit- 
ably handled from the interior on ac- 
count, of the high freight rates. Those 
manufactures ■would include .wood alco- 
hol, the. curing and salting of salmon, 
trout, hewing i.nd halibut, and other 
plenteous products of this part of the 
Dominion.

than in Europe, makes it possible to 
-manufacture there for the company's 
own consumption many -lines of goods, 
such as bottles, porcelain ware, trunks 
and valises, tin cans, canisters, fancy 
packages and paper trays, etc., for use 
in the manufacture of confectionery, 
etc., witii many other lines that could 
he enumerated. 

Mr. Tufts said that on litis way 
through Japan he secured orders aggre- 
gating twenty thousand tons of food- 
stuffs, eoual in value to $460,000 gold. 
He would have liked to place every 
ton el' that -order in Canada, but has 
found that in many lines Canada is not 
prepared to handle goods on sucll a 
scale. He had endeavored to obtain 
so small an order as 500 tons of oats 
in the .Northwest Territories, placing 
the order disbribntively ami quietly. 
The market immediately jumped $1.50 
a t"ii in 3G hours, thus forcing him 
to throw mitrti of the business to Port- 
land, the Sound ami Australia.. There 
is great encouragement right here in 
Victoria for agricultural enterprise, for 
the provision of abundant stocks of 
oats, wheat, barley, etc., and a grand 
opportunity for milling men to mill Can- 
adian wheat on the spot here into Hour, 
so :.s 1.. save the high railway freights 
on chop, bran and other by-products 
»f the null whieh will limi ;! ready 
market in the Orient.

THE CHINESE EXaiiU'SEOS JvA;\Y. 

Tlio period during which the Chln-esc 
Exclusion Linv in the iTJnib>fl States Mas 
t,. be in force will expire ! 'his- year, and 
the question of what action eluill l>' v 
taken in regiVMl t<> the matter is now be- 
coming a live issue. The Chinese G«v- 
erumeirt appoare nof to be willius thai it 
should he renewed for ntnother period 
of ten year*, desiring thai modifications 
should he made with n view of mnkras 
less striiijrnft the provisions against tin- 
entry of Chinese into the United States. 
On the tft'her bnnd there is :i sentiment 
among n considerable section of the stip- 
ulation in the United States thai if the 
present law is not renewed, thai one 
still more stringent should be enacted. 
There appears to be a probability thai 
there will be opposition to a renewal 
■of the -present law from the stum' quar- 
ters that -opposed its passage ten yea s 
ago. These opponents of the measure 
desire that there (should be some relaxa- 
tion in the stringency of the present law, 
so ns to admit freely Chinese of the 
merchant and clerk class. It is asserted 
that if litis is done, "the possibility of j 
making the law effective will be* ren- 
dered more difficult than over. It is al- 
leged that fruitd is rife now and that it 
requires constant watchfulness and the 
exercise ol much skill and ingenuity on 
the part of flic o'flleinlfi responsible for, 
the carrying out of the law tn make 
the exclusion effective. With an exten- 
sion fd the privileges grouted to certain 
classes of Chinese under (be present 
law, it is urged that the effectiveness of 
the law would be -much diminished. 

Opposition to the Exclusion n-.aw has 
also arisen from a new quarter and of 
a more serious character than that 
which the passa.ee of the present law 
bad to meet. This new opposition conies 
from the Soul hern States and demands 
that the harrier against the entrance of 
the- Chinese shall be thrown down en- 
tirely. The demand comes from the 
cotton planters and cane growers, -who 
say they must have cheap labor if they 
tiro to be able In continue their business. 
They require this cheap labor to replace 
the negroes who are drifting away from 
the farms and plantations into the cities. 
IFrom several of Hie Southern States re- 
ports come that this movement for the 
admission of Chinese is taking shape. 
One large planter of Atlanta, Georgia, 
thinks "the time lias now arrived when 
a united effort should be made by every 
one, in the South particularly Where we 
are entirely dependent on negro labor, 
to r-et Congress to admit Chinese." 
Another Georgia planter asserts that the 
importation of one hundred thousand 
•Chinese coolies into his stale would be 
of the greatest possible benefit. This 
opposition to the maintenance of exclu- 
sion laws may prove to be more formid- 
able than that which litis been encoun- 
tered in the Eastern States in the past, 
since it will be supported by a very in- 
fluential section id' tin- community which 
demands the right to cheap labor. Apart 

altogether from tl conomic questions 

that are involved, it would seem to be 
a very dangerous social experiment that 
it is proposed to try. The race question 
has already become a very serious one 
in the Southern States an 1 the free ad- 
mission of Chinese would greatly in-

The only variations from the regula- 
tion coin noticeable to tho eye lire a few 
very slight irregularities in the design. 
The defects are so insignificant that 
some of them can be delected only with 
l he aid of the magnifying glass. Ko.- 
instance, the "In God We Trust" is in 
a very slightly lighter faced type on the 
counterfeit than it is on the genuine 
'Coin, although the style of the letter is 
precisely the same. Then, if tile two are 
compared, it can be noticed that Ihe 
mint marlc, the "S" for San J'"rancisco, 
the "O" for New Orleans, etc., is slight- 
ly different from what it Is 01) the good 
coin. Hut these imperfections are so 
slight that they can only be noticed

A careful 
lookout is being kept along the shore 
north and south of the spot where the 
wreck lies, and any further evidence 
pointing to the manner in which' the 
sdluooner met her fate will appear iu 
■the Colonist in due course. 

lOnptnin Hughes says that BarkJey 
souud contains plenty of evidence, afloat 
•and ashore, that something direful has 
Jiappeowxl the Scottish ship Lamornn, 
•which was last spoken leaving Clallam 
bay March 2nd'. The latest 'finds in- 
clude some twenty or thirty hatches, a 
number of light spars that may (have 
been royal and gallant yards, and main, 
fore ami xnizzen topgallant masts, nar- 
row deck planking and painted lumber 
such as is used ill/ the interior f i tt.iiig> 
of ships; life ibuoys with tlie ship's Jiaim 
and pott, portions of lifeboats, sxnne Ot 
tlhe latter not much damaged, and great 
quantities of chaff and grain hulls, indi- 
cating that a grain cargo came to grief 
thereabouts not long ago. 

These, with 'the finding of some pa- 
pers belonging to members of the ship's 
eompaniy, seem to estniblish a pretty 
strong wise for those who hold that tlie 
Lamorna has .sailed' her last voyage. 

Tho Indians also confirm their first 
report that on or about the evening of 
the 17th March they saw a large, three- 
masted ship under storm sail standing 
m close to Aiuphitrite point, at the 
north entrance to Barkley sound. She 
was trying hard to work off tlie shore, 
and apparently the crow were making 
desperate efforts to accomplish, tills, for 
the way in which her yards were swung 
round and the ship handled indicated 
that those aboard were perfectly aware 
of their terrible peril. The 'Indians 
watched tlie struggle of the big ship 
until the flying spume and tlie fall of 
night hid her from their straining eyes. 
.It was the opinion <»£ tile Indians that 
tiie vessel could not escape, and they 
searched the beaches next morning in 
the full expectation of iiiiu a *• plenty 
of wreckage, which, ot" course, they 
did.
